A Costly Battery.

When the Guicowar went to 
Bombay, in 1876. to meet the Prince of 
Wales, afterward King Edward VII., who 
was then on his famous trip around the 
world, he took the guns with him to fire 
a royal salute, and this, according to Rob- 
erts, was the only occasion on which they 
had left Baroda. They figured, however, in 
the escort that attended the Guicowar at the 
coronation of King George V. as Emperor 
of India. at Delhi in 1911.

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THE TIME TO BEWARE. 
Jewelers Security Alliance issues 
Bulletin Warning Members of Ac- 
tivity of Crooks During 
Holidays. 

\t the approach of the holiday season 
window smashers, thieves and_ other 
workers in the under-world are beginning 
to carry on their campaign against the 
jewelers of the country, and now is the 
time to prepare against the inroads of 
these wrongdoers. In order to successfully 
combat the war which will be waged 
against the jeweler it is necessary that he 
observe every possible precaution, especial- 
ly at this season of the year. The Jewel- 
ers Security Alliance has sent out a 
pamphlet warning jewelers throughout the 
country to beware of many tricks, which 
have sometimes proved successful, and of- 
fering suggestions as to the best ways in 
which to meet these attacks. Jewelers will 
do well to heed this warning and put into 
practise the suggestions given. 

lhe Alliance’s warning reads as follows: 

The holiday season 1s close at hand, when 
every burglar, sneak thief and “crook” 
knows the jewelry stores will be displaying 
larger and more valuable stocks than at any 
other time during the year. 

These shrewd criminals are, therefore, on 
the “qui-vive,” looking for opportunities to 
ply their nefarious trade, and the trade pa- 
pers will contain numerous accounts of 
losses each week. 

The Jewelers Security Alliance has been 
sending bulletins for several years, giving 
information and advice as to the methods 
used, and the best means for preventing 
loss, which every member should have on 
file for reference. 

These bulletins, and the sheet of questions 
recently sent to all members cover the 
ground so thoroughly that it does not seem 
necessary to send out a holiday bulletin this 
year. 

The executive committee desires, how- 
ever, that the names of Alliance members 
shall be conspicuous by their absence from 
the list of victims, and hopes every member 
will observe the following precautions and 
thus keep the*attacks down to the mini- 
mum: y 

THE AELJANCE SIGNS 
will have a strong.effeet in warning away 
marauders if theyetare properly displayed, 
so that they are certain to be seen. Be sure 
that vours are in the required positions, and 
in good order. Send for new or additional 
ones if needed. 

GET OUT OUR ELEVEN BULLETINS, 
numbered from 12 to 22 inclusive, and read 
them over carefully and thoroughly, so that 
the tricks used by thieves and robbers wil! 
be so firmly fixed in your mind that you 
will recognize them at once if tried at your 
store, and be ready to meet them. If any 
of these bulletins are missing, send for 
those required to make the set complete. 


LEARN BY THE MISFORTUNES OF OTHERS. 

Read the numerous cases cited; note the 
weak point that was taken advantage of and 
apply the remedy if needed. See to it that 
your employes are as well posted as you 
This 1s important! 


are. 
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DO THIS Now!

Bulletins 14, 17, 19 and 20 should be espe- 
clally familiar and extra copies will be fur- 
nished for your salesmen on request, which 
they can study at leisure menients. 

SAFE BURGLARY 
is not often attempted unless the arrange- 
ment of the store favors it by having par- 
titions or furniture around the safes, be- 
hind which the burglars can work unob 
served. Safes placed in full view and a 
store well lighted all night are very dis- 
couraging to safe burglars. See Bulletin 
No. 12 on this point. 

STORE BURGLARY. 

This crime is largely committed by crim1- 
nals of little experience—often their first 
offense—who have noted some point at 
which entrance will be easy; and, being 
‘hard up,” yield to the temptation. 

Examine your premises in comparison 
with the suggestions contained in Bulletin 
No. 19, and make any changes which you 
find necessary. A few dollars wisely spent 
in this way will earn large dividends in 
losses prevented. 

SNEAK THEFT 

continues to be the greatest source of loss 
to jewelers, and the experts in this line are 
very ingenious in finding ways to get at the 
goods they want to steal. A large propor- 
tion of the members have reported no locks 
on their showcases and show windows, 
which is a frequent cause of loss. 

Inattention by salesmen, which permits 
the substitution of a cheap article for an 
expensive one, or the purloining of a piece 
of jewelry from a tray, is constantly occur- 
ring and should be especially guarded 
against. Confederates frequently assist by 
diverting the clerk’s attention, so that the 
actual thief is not detected. 

HOLD-UP AND ASSAULT. 

These crimes have been very numerous 
this year and there is no absolute means of 
prevention, but to be alone in the store is 
an invitation to such attacks and should be 
avoided. A good revolver, in perfect order, 
should always be ready for use and in a 
convenient place. Many of these robberies 
would be prevented if customers for valu- 
able goods were taken into a private room 
or enclosure. 

WINDOW SMASHING 
continues to be frequent, and cannot be pre- 
vented, but losses may be reduced greatly 
by keeping the display within prudent lim- 
its, and observing the other precautions ad- 
vised in the bulletins. 
CO-OPERATION 

has become the leading principle of modern 
business and will be especially helpful in 
this connection. 

Co-operate with us, by heeding our sug- 
gestions and warnings, and informing us of 
any experiences you may have with bur- 
glars, thieves or “crooks” of any kind. 

Co-operate with your fellow jewelers by 
sending them notice if you receive a visit 
from persons whom you suspect. 

Thieves often have to try a number of 
stores before they find the opportunity to 
“work their little game.” 

Co-operate with the police by reminding 


ww 


them and 
informing them of any questionable charac- 
ters whom you may notice loitering about.

Any locality in which all the jewelers dis- 
play Alliance signs will be unhealthy for

Use your influence to bring about this 
very desirable condition in your own vicin- 
ity, as far as possible. 

IN CONCLUSION. 

Thieves are constantly inventing new 
methods of overcoming the safeguards 
which have been adopted, so it will not do 
to rest in fancied security because your 
store seems to be well protected. 

Practically all robberies and thefts are 
committed by strangers. If all customers 
that are not known were considered puossi- 
ble thieves and watched accordingly, most 
af the losses would be prevented. 











“HOLDUP” MEN ESCAPE. 


Thugs Who Visit New York Store 
Foiled in Attempt at Robbery 
After Clubbing Jeweler. 


Considerable excitement occurred on

York, on March 11 last, and of stealing 
more than $3,000 worth of jewelry and 
diamonds. For two days, Wednesday and 
Thursday, Jaglieski stood trial before 
Judge Mulqueen in the Court of General 


Sessions. 


During the trial only two witnesses were 


called to testify in behalf of the prosecu- 
tion, which was conducted by Assistant 
District Attorney T. Channon Press. One 


of the witnesses was Mr. Ryan, the victim 
and plaintiff. This witness told of the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the robbery and 
how he had hunted for the thieves since 
the time of the smashing of his store 
window. 

The other witness called for the prosecu- 
tion was a janitor in charge of the house 
opposite the Ryan jewelry store. On a 
number of occasions the janitor testified 
he had ejected from his building the pris- 
oner and another man who, he claimed, 
were loitering in the doorway. He also 
testified that at four different times he 
found bricks wrapped in newspapers lying 
in the hall of the building. 

Jaglieski also took the witness stand on 
his own behalf and, among other things, 
stated that he had been in Newark, N. J., 
from February until the latter part of 
March, during which time he stayed at the 
home of a lady friend. The woman at 
whose house he claims he was stopping 
next took the stand in Jaglieski’s defense. 
She testified that Jaglieski had come to 
her house voluntarily shortly after the 
Ryan robbery, and had only stayed at her 
house for three days. The testimony of 
this witness was perhaps the most detri- 
mental to the prisoner’s cause. 

The jury after retiring returned in less 
than an hour with a verdict of guilty. 
Following the verdict Judge Mulqueen se- 
verely denounced the prisoner as_ the 
rankest periurer and the most unmitigated 
liar he had ever met. In his remarks the 
judge also told Jaglieski that he would give 


him until Nov. 29 to tell where he had 
sold or hidden the jewelry. 
Particulars regarding the robbery of 


Mr. Ryan’s store appeared in these columns 
on March 17. The credit for the arrest 
and conviction of Jaglieski belongs to Mr. 
Ryan. It will be recalled by the readers 
of Tue JEeweters’ Crrcutar that imme- 
diately upon hearing the breaking glass on 
the evening of March 11 Mr. Ryan ran 
from his store and followed the window 
smasher into a tenement house across the 
street, threugh the dark hall anc into a 
rear yard. As Mr. Ryan was groping 
around in the dark he noticed his man 
crawling through a hole in the fence. He 
followed him but, not knowing that on

the other side of the break in the fence 
was a drop of several feet, was forced to 
abandon the chase after being temporarily 
hurt. During the chase William Nelson, 
an actor, who was passing by at the time, 
made an attempt to grab the man but en- 
countered opposition from another mem- 
ber of the window smashing gang. A well 
directed punch stopped the progress of 
Mr. Nelson, who fell to the sidewalk 
stunned. As he rose again to follow the 
man who had assaulted him he shot 
in the right arm by Jagliesk1.

In an interview with a JEWELERS’ CrrR- 
CULAR reporter, Mr. Ryan stated that since 
the night of the robbery, when he lost his 
man in the cark, he had not given up the 
chase and personally had investigated every 


window smashing in the jewelry trade in 


New York and surrounding towns. Mr. 
Ryan stated that almost every night, with 
Mr. Nelson, he had visited the East Side 
of New York in search of their man or 


a clue, sometimes not reaching home until 
almost daybreak. 

\‘fter investigating these window smash- 
ing cases for almost six months Mr. Ryan 
received news that a trio of men had been 
caught in Mount Vernon after smashing 
a window in the jewelry store of John F. 
Jarvis & Son, 64 S. Fourth Ave. Mr. 
Ryan immediately communicated with the 
Mount Vernon authorities, and although 
the police were reluctant to question the 
men regarding the Ryan establishment rob- 
bery, they finally consented to interrogate 
the trio. The police were surprised to re- 
ceive the answer from one of the trio that 
he knew the perpetrator of the Ryan rob- 
bery and of his whereabouts. 

This information the Mount Vernon 
authorities immediately communicated to 
police headquarters in New York city, and 
they in turn dispatched men to Rockaway, 
where Jaglieski was found. He _ was 
brought to New York and Mr. Ryan im- 
mediately identified him as the man who 
had stolen the jewelry from his store win- 
dow and for whom he had been searching 
for six months. Jaglieski protested his 
innocence and stated that he was out of 
town at the time the robbery occurred. 


Mr. Ryan said that he feels well repaic 
for the time expended in the search, as he 
has learned much of the methods used by 
crooks and some of their habits. In the 
course of his travels the jeweler asserted 
he learned that the men who had been 
operating in and around New York were 
an organized band, and that they would 
not stop at even murder. “The exactness 
with which they always plan a robbery was 
shown,” said Mr. Ryan, “when they robbed 
my store.” He said that the robbers chose 
a time when the patrolman was at the 
end of his beat, several blocks away, anc 
between the time that the working people 
are returning home and the theatergoing 
crowds are on Eighth Ave. 

According to Mr. Ryan, every member 
of the band who participated in the smash- 
ing of his store window is known to him 
but, as he has no direct evidence which 
would give him the legal right to bring 
them into court, he cannot have them ar- 
rested. It is this band, stated Mr. Ryan, 
that smashed the window in the jewelry 
store of Henry Silberfeld, 1395 Broadway. 
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After two of them were arrested a jury 
failed to find them guilty, as the men tur- 
nished what appeared to be a substantial 
alibi. 

Jaglieski also has three indictments rest- 
ing against him in New Jersey, having 
been identified as one of the men who sev- 
smashed a window in the

broker at 85th St. and Third Ave.. New 
York, resulted in the acquittal of Morris 
Halpern late on Tuesday, Nov. 16. For 


three days the jury sitting before Judge 
Wadhams in the Court of General Ses- 
sions listened to practically the same testi- 
mony as was given at the first trial of 
Halpern, in which the jury failed to reach 
a verdict. 

The specific count on which Halpern was 
tried was an indictment charging him with 
pawning a ring valued at $300 August last.

same who were heard in 
the first trial were placed on the stand 
again at the second hearing. These in- 


cluded former employers of Halpern who 
testified as to his character. The accused 
man himself took the stand in his own be- 
halt. 

The testimony given by Morris Dickler, 
who was a clerk formerly in the employ 
of Adolph Stern and who is now serving 
a term in Sing Sing for concocting the 
robbery, and Antonio DeLalla, who was 
also arrested and pleaded guilty to having 
robbed the Stern establishment, was of 
such an uncertain nature that the jury felt 
doubtful and refused to convict the man 
on trial. On the first trial both these wit- 
nesses testified that they had taken the 
proceeds of the Stern robbery in a box 
to Halpern who, it is claimed, agreed to 
dispose of it. In the box, DeLalla and 
Dickler claim, was the ring on which the 
indictment was founded. 

At the second trial the men testified to 
practically the same thing, but on cross ex- 
amination by the defendant’s attorney both 
men were unable to positively swear 
whether the ring was really in the box or 
not. With this testimony in hand, the jury 
retired and. after deliberating a_ short 
while, returned with a verdict of not guilty 
and Halpern was released. 

According to Assistant District Attorney 


Nielson Olcott no other charges will be 
brought against the man. 
Details regarding the Stern robbery, 


which occurred Jan. 30 last, were published 
in these columns at the time.

FIGHT BANKRUPTCY PETITION. 
Hess & Slager, Jacksonville, Fla., Op- 
pose Proceedings Started by Credi- 
tors When Settlement Offer Is 
Refused. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Nov. 20.—An invol- 
un‘ary petition in bankruptcy has been filed 
against Hess & Slager, jewelers of this 
citv, which will be fought by the defend- 
ants, who have moved to dismiss the pro- 

ceedings. 

Some time ago the creditors of the firm 
held a meeting at the rooms of the National 
Jewelers Board of Trade, New York, at 
which an offer was submitted to settle with 


creditors on the basis of 40 cents on the 
dollar. This offer was declined and 
Thomas Fleming Walsh, attorney for the 


creditors, was instructed to submit a coun- 
ter-proposi‘ion on a basis of 50 per cent. 
Hess & Slager would not agree to pay this 
sum and creditors entered suit to enforce 
the payment of their claims. Judgment 
was not recovered, as the defendants inter- 
posed a technical defense, and under the 
laws of the State of Florida the defendants 
could prevent final judgment from being 
entered for a period of from six to eight 
months, and probably longer. 

They started a public auction sale on 
Nov. 16, advertising it extensively and stat- 
ing that their entire stock would be sold 
without limit or reserve. In order to pre- 
vent any possible preference it was deemed 
advisable to file an involuntary petition in 
bankruptcy, which was done on Friday, and 
an application for the appointment of a 
receiver will now be made, who can take 
charge of the assets pending the disposition 
of the bankruptcy petition. 

No schedules have yet been filed, nor 
has the date for the first meeting of cred- 
itors been set as yet.

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A NOTABLE TRIBUTE. 
Funeral Oration Delivered by Gustave 
Keller at the Bier of the Late 
August J. Stoessel. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Nov. 19—Gus‘ave 
Keller, Appleton, Wis., delivered an ad- 
dress at the funeral of the late August J. 
Stoessel, one of the leading jewelers of 
this city, who passed away on Nov. 11, that 
will not soon be forgotten by those who 
heard it. Mr. Keller is an orator of note, 
and his address was a genuine tribute to 
Mr. Stoessel, with whom he had served in 
an official capacity in the State jewelers’ 
association for many years. 

Mr. Keller’s words came from the heart. 
and were as follows: 

‘| come to bury Caesar, not to praise 
him!’ Thus spoke Mare Antony in his 
funeral oration over the remains of his 
friend and _ benefactor, Julius Caesar. 
Caesar has been dead for centuries, but his 
memory still lives. 

“There are assembled here to-day repre- 
sentatives of the jewelry fraternity of the 
great Commonwealth of Wisconsin and of 
the nation. We are not here to praise our 
lamented friend and colleague, but to bury 
him. The presence at these obsequies of 
the representatives of the honorable calling 
in which the deceased was so long engaged 
is the strongest praise that could possibly 
be given to the honored departed. 

“For years he has occupied a favored 
niche in the hearts of his fellow jewelers, 
both of the State and of the nation, and 
the news of his untimely death came as a 
rude and unexpected shock to his great 
circle of friends. 

“We mourn the loss of August Stoessel 
as a man and as a fellow craftsman. A 
true knight has fallen, worthy of the steel 
of any man. A man has been taken from 
our ranks who was an ornament and an 
inspiration to the jewelry profession. His 
genial, lovable, companionable qualities 
made him esteemed and beloved of ali. He 
was a leader of men, intelligent, resource- 
ful, unselfish in his devotion to a cause, and 
hence was frequently chosen, without his 
seeking, to positions of high honor and 
trust, all the duties of which he discharged 
with great credit to himself and benefit to 
those whom he faithfully served. He was 
the first president of our State association 
and would have been continuously re- 
elected but for his declination, wishing that 
this honor also be conferred on others. He 
has been the president of the Milwaukee 
Jewelers’ Association and worked inces- 
santly in its behalf. For some years he has 
been, as he was at the time of his demise, 
the honored vice-president of our State 
association. He has been repeatedly sent 
as representative from Wisconsin to the 
national convention of the jewelers, attend- 
ing, among others, the one held in New 
York in August last. 

“In State and national assemblages his 
voice was ever raised for what he honestly 
believed to be for the best interest of the 
craft and of the public, and he was always 
listened to with greatest respect because 
of the confidence all had in him. 

“His voice, through which ever ran the 
tone of truest sincerity and the merry rip- 
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ple of friendly cordiality, is now silenced 
in death. No longer will it be our pleasure 
to hear him. No longer will we have the 
beneht of his advice, his counsel, his ad- 
monitions, his assistance. August Stoessel 
is no more. We are here to bury him—<o 
return the dust of his mortal remains to 
mother earth from which he sprang. ‘Dust 
thou art, O man, and to dust thou wilt again 
return. August Stoessel is no more, but, 
like unto Caesar, long will he live in the 
memory of his friends, with whom he la- 
bored so long and faithfully and whw loved 
him much because they knew him well 

“We lay to-day, dear departed friend 
we your friends and comrades of State and 
nation—lay upon your bier friendship’s 
sweetest wreath of immortelles. Indelibly 
will your memory be written upon our 
minds and engraven upon our hearts, and 
ever will thoughts of you be an inspiration 
to us in the upbuild of the craft which laid 
so close to your heart. 

“You have gone. Yours remain. I know 
what the pang of your leaving must have 
been to your heart, for I have learned from 
confidential chats how near and dear they 
were to you—dearer than life itself. I know 
how hopefully you looked into the future. 
with pleasantest anticipations. 

“Dear Mrs. Stoessel, to you and your 
dear children we pour out our hearts’ deep- 
est sympathy. While your loss is irrepar- 
able, let it not be without consolation. All 
does not end with death; it is but the be- 
ginning of a better and a happier life. 

“He that doeth all things doeth that 
which is for the best, inscrutable though 
His ways may be. He who will not allow 
a single hair to fall from the head of man 
or a swallow from the roof without His 
will, who clothes the lilies of the field and 
feeds the birds of heaven, will take care of 
and provide for you and yours. You need 
but hope and trust in Him. He has given 
us, your departed husband’s friends and 
comrades, to you, and I feel authorized in 
saying that we will stand as loyally to you 
and yours as your departed spouse and 
our friend stood by us. 

‘To him we tender friendship’s sweetest 
forget-me-nots; to you, our hearts’ deepest 
sympathy and friendship’s pledge of ever- 
lasting loyalty.” 


CREDITORS OFFERED SETTLEMENT. 
Devold Jewelry Co. Offers 30 Per Cent. 
After Like Amount Has Been Paid. 

Mempuis, Tenn., Nov. 20.—The Devold 
Jewelry Co., of this city, has offered, 
through Thomas Fleming Walsh, attorney 
for members of the National Jewelers 
Board of Trade, a settlement of 30 per 
cent. to creditors. This will make a com- 
position settlement of 60 per cent., as they 
have already paid three dividends to cred- 
itors in the past few months of 10 per cent 
each.

The assets were reported as_ stock, 
$5,000: accounts, $2,000, and _ fixtures, 
$1,500. The liabilities were placed at $7,500. 








JURY DISAGREES. 





Three Young Men Charged with Being 
Connected with Robbery of Trenton 
Jewelry Store Escape Punish- 
ment. 

Trenton, N. J., Nov. 20.—A _ disagree- 
ment was the result of the deliberations 
yesterday of the Mercer Court jury in;the 
case of Thomas Ryan, Irving Siskim and 
William Sinkoff, the three young men on 
trial for complicity in the alleged diamond 
robbery at the A. F. R. Lutze jewelry store, 
133 S. Broad St. The jury was out exactly 
24 hours considering the large amount of 
evidence produced by both sides at the trial, 
which concluded the day before. The jury 
went out at 5 o’clock on the afternoon of 
Nov. 18, and it was 5 o’clock the following 
afternoon when it announced the impossi- 
bility of the members reaching an agree- 
ment. Judge Marshall dismissed the jury, 
and it now rests with Prosecutor Devlin 
whether or not the three youths are to be 

retried. 

The jury reported to the court yesterday 
morning that it had found one of the young 
men guilty, but that it was unable to agree 
in the case of the other two. The final dis- 
agreement, however, affected all three 
young men, as no verdict could be rendered 
in the case of one and not the others. The 
three defendants were represented by for- 
mer Prosecutor William J. Crossley and 
Lawyers William Abbotts, Jr., and Charles 
F. Falcey. Mr. Crossley represented only 
Siskim. He did the bulk of the work. 
Prosecutor Devlin conducted the prosecu- 
tion. 

The three youths were accused of break- 
ing a window in the store of Jeweler Lutze 
about two months ago while Mr. Lutze and 
his sons were arranging the store for the 
day. A cloth-covered hatchet was the tool 
used to smash the glass. One of the men, 
it was held, pushed his hand through the 
aperture in the glass and grabbed a tray 
containing diamond rings. They were seen 
by a grocer, who started chase, but the 
thieves ran down several alleys, waded 
through a creek and disappeared in the 
thoroughfares beyond. One of the suspects 
was caught in a pawnshop while he was try- 
ing to dispose of one of the alleged stolen 
rings, and the other two were apprehended 
at the Trenton Junction railroad station 
while they were waiting for a train to take 
them to New York. Some of the rings, it 
is said, were found in their possession. The 
shoes and trousers of all three were wet, as 
though they had waded through a stream. 
Lack of proper identification, however, was 
the chief stumbling block of the prosecution.

flower Duty Granted by Board of U. S. 
General Appraisers on Metal Button 
Shanks. 

J. J. Gavin & Co. recently entered pro- 
tests to the Board of United States General 
Appraisers against the assessment of duty 
by the Collector at the Port of New York 
on silver-plated metal button shanks. The 
importers claimed the shanks were intended 
for use as parts of pearl buttons and were 
more specifically provided for as “parts of 
buttons * * * finished or unfinished,’ 
under Par. 339 of the Act of 1913, as 
claimed in the protests, than as “articles 
or wares plated with gold or silver” under 
Par. 167, or as “materials of metal 
* * * suitable for use in the manufac- 
ture of any of the foregoing articles in 
this paragraph” under Par. 356 of the Act 
as classified by the Collector. The claim 
alleged in the protest under Par. 339 was 
sustained, but in other respects the protests 
were overruled. 

The decision of the Board, written by 
General Appraiser Fischer, was as follows: 

These cover ‘different classes of mer- 
wit, clock cases composed of wood, 
lithographic prints, stems or connecting rings for 
charms or pendant ornaments for neck chains 
valued at less than 20 cents per dozen pieces, and 
button shanks composed of brass and plated with 
silver. Duty was levied upon these articles under 
the appropriate provisions therefor in the tariff 
act of 1913, and they are claimed to be properly 
dutiable under certain other provisions of said 
act at lower rates of duty than those assessed. 

The proof submitted, however, deals solely with 
the button shanks covered by protest 762,211. 
From the invoices it appears that, in one instance,

these shanks were classified under the provision 
in Par. 356 of said act for “‘materials of metal 
- * * 


suitable for use in the manufacture of 
any of the foregoing articles in this paragraph,”’ 
and duty levied thereon accordingly at the rate of 
50 per cent. ad valorem, while in the other in- 
stance the same character of merchandise was 
classified under the provision of Par. 167 of said 
act for “articles or wares plated with gold or 
silver,’ and duty was collected thereon at the 
same rate, to wit, 50 per cent. ad valorem. 

The importers allege in their protests that these 
button shanks are properly dutiable at either 20 


per cent. ad valorem, under said Par. 167, as 
metal articles not plated with gold or silver; or 
at 15 per cent. ad valorem, under Par. 151 of 


said act, as parts of metal buttons; or at 40 per 
cent. ad valorem, under Par. 339 of said act, 
under the provision therein for “parts of buttons 
and button molds or blanks, finished or unfin- 
ished.”’ At the hearing, however, the importers 
limited their claims to those alleged under Pars. 
167 and 339, respectively. 

According to the report of the Government 
analyst, which has been made a part of the record 
herein, the samples of the button shanks which 
have been offered in evidence are shown to have 
been plated with silver. Consequently, the claim 
that they are properly dutiable at 20 per cent. 
ad valorem, under said Par. 167, as metal articles 
not plated with silver, is clearly without merit. 

No less erroneous, in our judgment, is the con- 
tention of the Government that said button shanks, 
by reason of the silver plating thereon, are pro- 
vided for in the first part of said Par. 167 as 
‘articles or wares plated with gold or silver.” 
The official sample of the merchandise, and the 
uncontradicted testimony submitted on behalf of 
the importers as well, show that these button 
shanks are parts of buttons and are exclusively 
used as such; that by of the softness of 
the metal of which they are composed these shanks 
are peculiarly adaptable, and are accordingly 
solely employed, as parts of pearl buttons, the 
soft metal being capable of being pressed into 
the cavity of the pearl slab without undue pressure 
or strain on the latter. 

The provision in Par. 339 here invoked by the 
importers specifically provides for “parts of but- 


reason 
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tons and button molds or blanks, finished or un- 
finished,” and these words are not limited or re- 
stricted by any qualifying language whatever. 
They therefore clearly button 
in question, and we so hold.

conclusion that the provision in Par. 356 for ‘‘ma 
terials of metal * * * suitable for use in the 
manufacture of any of the foregoing articles in 


this paragraph’’—under which a part of this im

inapplicable thereto. Surely, these articles are 
more than mere “materials of metal;”’ they are 
fully completed silver-plated button shanks and 


serve no other commercial purpose than as parts 
of buttons. But, to fall properly within the pro 
visions of said Par. 356, it must appear that said 
merchandise consists of parts of collar, cuff o1 
dress buttons valued at over 20 cents per dozen 
pieces, and then the correct rate of duty applicable 
to such parts would be 60 per cent. ad valorem, 
since the qualification concerning the value of the 
mentioned in said paragraph at over or 
under 20 cents per dozen pieces has been con- 
strued by the Board in G. A. 7755 (T. D. 35592) as 
applying only to the completed articles therein 
provided for, rather than to their 
articles are not parts of collar, cuff or dress but- 
tons, and they are consequently excluded from 
the provisions of Par.

Death of Joseph Cohen. 

Utica, N. Y., Nov. 20.—A _ report has 
reached this city of the death of Joseph 
Cohen, a former local jeweler who died in 
Albuquerque, N. Mex., where he and his 
family had recently gone in the hope that 
the rare air of that section would be of 
benefit to his health. 

The telegram announcing his death was 
received by Hyman Wineburg of 32 Gene- 
see St.. a cousin of the deceased. Mr. 
Cohen retired from active business in this 
city, where he was a_ successful retail 
jeweler with offices in the City National 
Bank building about a year ago and moved 
to Pasadena, Cal., hoping to regain his 
fleeting strength. The notably wet season 
in California this year only tended to 
weaken him and so he and his family de- 
cided to take up their residence in Alber- 
querque, where they went a month ago. 
His death will be a sad shock to the many 
friends who hoped that the sunny climate 
of the far west would quickly restore his 
health. 

Joseph Cohen was born in Navadraw, 
Russian Poland, about 49 years ago and 
came to this city in 1886. Here he engaged 
in the jewelry business, first as a traveling 
agent in his own name and later with 
offices in the Weaver building. About 10 
years ago he opened a suite of offices in 
the City National Bank building, where he 
made a specialty of selling diamonds. 

Mr. Cohen was highly thought of as a 
man of integrity and business principle. 
He was affable and kindly in disposition 
and enjoyed a wide acquaintance. He was 
a member of the House of Jacob and he 
had been a member of it ever since the day 
he settled in Utica. 

About 13 years ago he was married in 
Ogdensburg to Anna Enstein, who sur- 
vives with two children, Leah and Woll- 
ford, one sister in Russia and several cous- 
ins in this city. 
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WATCH JEWEL DEALER KILLED. 


Col. Charles Romer, London, Eng., 
Meets Death Fighting for His 
Country. 

ihe many friends of Colonel Charles 
he old firm of Charles 
Romer & Sons, well-known London, Eng.. 
dealers in watch jewels, will regret to 
hear of his sudden death. A communica- 
tion received in this country during the past 
week reports that Colonel Romer met his 
death while fighting in France on Sept. 26. 

Colonel Romer was the eldest son of the 
late Charles Romer, the latter being before 
his death the senior member of the tirm of 
Charles Romer & Sons, for many years in 
business in London, Eng. For the greater 
part of his life Colonel Romer was affili- 
ated with his father’s firm and in the latter 
years of his life was the sole representative 
of the watch jewel concern. 

Shortly before the outbreak of the war 
Colonel Romer retired from business. Al- 
though exempt from military duty, at the 
call to arms he immediately offered his 
services to his country and was appointed 
to command the Eighth Service Battalion 
of His Majesty's East Kent Regiment, 
“the Buffs,” one of the recently organized 
regiments in Lord Kitchener’s army. Fol- 
lowing a year’s training with his comrades, 
he went to the front and on several oc- 
casions distinguished himself. It was in 
the recent advance of the British army 
upon that Colonel Romer met his 
death, thus ending the career of one of the 
most ardent military enthusiasts in Eng- 
land. 

At an early age Colonel Romer joined 
the militia as a sub-lieutenant and con- 
tinued in this capacity until he was ap- 
pointed to command the Sixth Lancashire 
l‘usileers. In the South African War he 
participated in various operations in Cape 


rT) ; - 
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Colony and in the Orange Free State. 
On a number of occasions he was men- 
tioned in dispatches received from the 


front for his bravery and upon his return 
received the Queen’s medal with four 
clasps and was also awarded the C. M. G. 
From 1903 until 1907 he held the post of 
assistant director of auxiliary forces and 
at headquarters was made C. B. 

In 1878 Colonel Romer married the 
daughter of the late William Ladler Leaf 
and later was married to Mrs. Margaret 
Barrow, who now survives him. The de- 
ceased was 62 years old at the time of his 
death. Besides his widow, he is survived 
by a son, who is a major in His Majesty’s 
Scots Guards. 

Colonel Romer was well known to many 
of the large watch manufacturers in the 
United States and was always highly re- 
garded. The firm of which Colonel Romer 
was a member for years supplied the watch 
jewels to many of the large watch factories 
in this country, including the Waltham 
Watch Co., Waltham, Mass. 








Ernest H. Miller, Sr., of Ernest H. Miller

his bed’ with pneumonia since Nov. 16. His 
many friends hope for a speedy recovery. 
He is 73 years old. 





JEWELRY PUBLICITY. 


An Editorial in The ‘‘Music Trade 
Review.”’ 

[he jewelry trade has been suffering 
particularly from stagnancy for the past 
two years, and THE JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR, 
a trade publication of great promi- 
nence, has developed a plan ot publicity 
which is bringing the trade back to its 
own, so to speak. A very interesting fea- 


ture of this campaign has been the prepara- 
tion of feature articles of deep interest to 
the public which have been supplied to 
papers of prominence. 

The daily press has co-operated in this 
work in a very hearty manner and the pub- 
licity received has been instrumental in re- 
viving interest in jewelry, and increasing 
the demand for same. 

The local newspapers have profited very 
materially by this campaign, by securing 
from resident jewelers a goodly portion 
of advertising which has made the cam- 
paign a success from very viewpoint, and 
now behold in steps the American News- 
paper Publishers’ Association in opposition 
to just this work. This association, it is 
said, is taking steps to prevent further pub- 
lication of the feature jewelry articles un- 
less they are paid for at advertising space 
rates. It urges papers to sell space for 
cash and not give it away, naming the 
jewelry publicity campaign of the trade 
publication referred to. 

We can hardly understand the motive 
which prompted the American Newspaper 
Publishers’ Association to take this stand. 
If it is made through a misconception of 
the facts then correct information should 
be speedily secured, but if through a defi- 
nite policy it would seem to us that it is a 
very prejudicial one, even to the interests 
of the newspapers themselves. 

Every newspaper is getting increased 
business on the strength of this feature 
campaign, for it is only right to suppose 
that if the periodicals throughout the coun- 
try gave sufficient space to the subject of 
jewelry as they do wearing apparel, it fol- 
lows as a natural sequence that the retail 
jewelers will vastly increase their advertis- 
ing expenditures, and in that way the pub- 
lishers of the various papers will secure 
good returns for the presentation of pure- 
ly feature matter which is of interest to a 
fair percentage of their readers. 

When there is an obvious desire on the 
part of newspaper publishers to aid an edu- 
cational campaign, it is to be regretted that 
an association as important as the publish- 
ers should take a stand counseling the pa- 
pers not to do this. 

It is hardly consistent to discourage any 
trade-promoting inclination on the part of 
the daily papers. In the piano trade there 
has always been an unwillingness to even 
mention the name of a piano no matter 
how important the concert or the artist. 
but the automobile or any other product 
can get a free notice. Just why this dis- 


crimination is difficult to understand. 

If The Review plan of co-operative pub- 
licity obtains some time next year, as it 
promises to do, this is a question which 
will be a live one in music trade circles, for 
presumably a publicity committee would 


prepare educational matter on the piano 


or the player-piano which could be handled 


as feature matter by the various papers. 
It is time for rule breaking in all lines, 
and it would seem to us that when the 


daily papers are willing to extend a little 
more courtesy to a single trade that it is 
suicidal for the publishers to attempt t 
thwart the movement. The publicity re- 
verts to the advantage of the newspapers, 
and probably The Review co-operative plan 
of publicity on the part of piano manufac- 
turers would result in an expenditure an- 
nually of more than a quarter of a million. 

The daily papers should be encouraged 
along broadened rather than narrowed 
lines, particularly when business of larger

“Let jewelry be your Christmas gift” 1s 
a slogan or motto for the only banner 
under which the jeweler can march to busi- 
The words should be empha- 
sized in the newspapers, on advertising 
cards and, if necessary, on billboard and 
car signs. It should be printed, spoken and 
reiterated in every possible form until the 
thought behind it is uppermost in the minds 
of every purchaser of holiday presents. 
This thought should be reinforced by 
spreading the knowledge that jewelry 1s 
the most acceptable of all gifts, that jewel- 
ry is the gift that does not lose in intrinsic 
value as time goes on, and that jewelry is 
the one gift that gives continuous and per- 
manent pleasure to the recipient. 

As our trade well knows, the jeweler in

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his vigilance for a minute from now uniil 
after the Christmas holidays are over. 

One point must be clearly emphasized, 
particularly to the newcomer in the jewelry 
trade, and that is that the most dangerous 
of criminals that operate in the jewelry 
trade are people who, in their appearance 
manner and dress, excite the least possible 
suspicion; that they are people who 
all the indicia of wealth and refinement and 
who ask, apparently, no undue considera- 
tion. This applies not only to the swindler 
who passes worthless checks or gets goods 


lave 


by tricking messengers, but also to the 
sneak thief, the “switcher,” the “penny- 
weighter,”’ the “next-room” artists and 


crooks who ply similar tricks. The clever 
crook realizes that in the one busy season 
of the jewelry trade the merchants and 
clerks feel that in the rush of business they 
cannot take all the precautions they do 
when they have more time at their disposal. 
For this reason the crook finds the holidays 
the most lucrative time of the year from his 


standpoint, while the jeweler finds it the 
time of greatest loss. 

On the subject of warning against the 
operations of crooks during the holidays 


the Jewelers Security Alliance has just is- 
sued a folder that should be in the hands 
of every retailer and by him put in the 
hands of his clerks. It is in the form of a 
warning as to what the jeweler is apt to 
suffer holiday times, with words of ad- 
vice to the jeweler as to the danger of safe 
store burglary, sneak thefts, hold- 
window-smashing, etc., with 
co-operation among 


burglary, 
ups, assaults, 
suggestions as to the 
jewelers of the town for the purpose of 


minimizing the work of criminals. This 
pamphlet, with the bulle‘ins of the Allh- 
ance, should be studied by every jeweler

October. business during the 
month of October 

were reported by Dun’s Review to have 
with liabilities of $25,522,- 


numbered 1,999, 
380, as against 1,686 in October, 1914, when 
the liabilities reached $29,702,178. Of the 
total amount the failures in manufactheioe 
lines numbered 407, dropping from 435 a 
year ago, with liabilities of $8,637,922, drop- 
ping from $12,793,065 a year ago. In trad- 
ing lines a slight decrease was also shown, 
the number of failures totaling 1,094 with 
liabilities of $9,955,202 as against 1,176 last 
year with liabilities of $11,534,406. A slight 
increase was shown in the failures among 
agents and brokers. 

In the jewelry and kindred trades, Dun’s 
Review reports figures slightly in excess 
of October last year, the number of fail- 
ures among jewelry and clock lines report- 
ed in the table of failures by branches of 
business being 27, with liabilities of $3859,- 
The same table shows 23 failures in 
October, 1914, with liabilities of $266,695: 
22 in October, 1913, with liabilities of 
$194,408; 16 in October, 1912, with liabili- 
ties of $146,646, and 17 in October, 1911, 
with liabilities of $149,348.

Consul E. L. Belisle, Limoges, reporting 
to the Department of Commerce and Labor, 
Washington, D. C., regarding business con- 
ditions in his consulate, states that the only 
china factories now in_ operation in 
Limoges are those having a trade with 
United States and other foreign countries. 
The employes in these factories have been 
considerably reduced by the calling out of 
those who were subject to military duty. 
Many of the places thus left vacant have, 
however, been taken by china workers not 
subject to military service, who had been 
employ ed in china factories doing a purely 
domestic business or supplying the small 
decorators. All the factories in this class 
have been closed since the beginning of 
the war.

His Suggestions, Criticisms and Opinions. 

















A KEW weeks ago | reported in this col- 
umn that a large order for square 


vases had been placed. lt was, in fact, the 
largest order for this class of goods in the 
history of the cut glass business. It is need- 
less to say that in so large an order price 
was the main factor, and orders for the 
resale of these were taken from many re- 
tailers who were glad, particularly at this 
time of the year, to be able to secure a 
popular item at more than a popular price. 
Their disappointment is now quite apparent, 
many things militating against the execu- 
tion of this order. The shortage of potash 
is first to be taken into consideration and 
the busy season is another factor which 
must be taken into account when there is 
trouble in the delivery of cut glass for the 
holiday trade. The shortage of potash is 
of course a matter which is giving cut 
glass manufacturers much concern just 
now. It is caused by the stoppage of im- 
ports of this .naterial from abroad, be- 
cause of the European war. 
x * x 


Blank manufacturers are still wondering 
what will happen if a further supply of 
potash does not appear in order to enable 
them to make the crystal clear glass with 
which they have been in the habit of sup- 
plying glass-cutters. New models are not 
encouraged and blanks that are in stock 
and have been made during the time that 
potash was plentiful should now have ready 
sale. If the situation has no other advan- 
tage it should at least enable the blank man- 
ufacturers to clear their shelves of wuat 
may have appeared dead stock. The jeweler 
should not hesitate to accept this class of 
merchandise for two reasons—one is that 
the glass will be of crys‘al purity, and the 
other is that the return of the old-fash- 
ioned patterns is not only inevitable but 
that the time is upon us now 
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Why not the cut gl: ) 
players and others with sporting proclivi- 
ties who are competing for trophies have 
loving cups galore and are seeking some 
littl change along this ne. It is an easy 
matter to make one of cut glass, with either 
two or three handles. A sterling silver rim 
around the top, with a sterling silver base 
and a still further base of ebony, would 
make a very handsome trophy and would 
allow a great variety in the price. ‘The 
pattern or design of the cutting on the cup 
itself could be either Inexpensive or elabo- 
ra‘e and costly, and would form a distinct 
contrast to the loving cups that have been 
presented and are still popular. This 1s an 
item that either sterling silver manufac- 
turers or cut glass manufacturers can make 
and it should find a ready sale.

For the successful sale of cut glass the 
jeweler should first consider seasons and 
make the greatest display of the appro- 
priate goods for each season as it comes 
around.

At 
the present time chrysanthemums are at 
their best. Nothing is more beautiful than 
chrysanthemum blooms. They require tall, 
slender vases to care for the long stalks 
and enable the housewife in decorating her 
rooms to make a graceful display of these 
beautiful flowers. There are some that 
have shorter stems, and these necessitate 
a shorter and wider orifice, as usually the 
blooms are small and a greater quantity 
are used in order to make a greater dis- 
play of the blossom. Thanksgiving time 
is here and if during the season prior to 
to-morrow the jeweler has not pushed his 
punchbowls he has missed an opportunity 
that will not recur for another vear. Still, 
Christmas time is almost here, and soon 
will come the New Year festive season, 
when the use of the punchbowl is preva- 
lent among a great proportion of the popu- 
lace who can afford such luxuries, not 
necessarily for the use of the “cup that 
cheers” but also for the use of the national 
drink immortalized by ex-Secretary Bryan. 
Whiskey and wine decanters, and cut glass 
jugs for other beverages, all should have 
a ready sale prior to the Christmas and 
New Year holidays.

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Interesting Exhibition of Rock Crystal and 
Colored Art Glass. 


A N exhibition of artistic beauty which 
. surpasses in delicacy of design and 


nad ¢ of colors the most famous work of 
the glass blowers of old Murano was the re- 
cent display of creations in rock crystal, 
chly engrav and engraved colored art 
elass of a well known cut glass concern, 
it the Bellevue-Strattord Hotel, Philadel- 


phia, Pa. 

The engraved colored art glass is on ex- 
hibition for the first time in this country, 
and to Philadelphia fell the honor of being 
the first city presented with the oppor- 
tunity to view it. Every piece in the beau- 
tiful collection is an original and there are 
no duplicates. It was a display of museum 
glass with no intention of its introduction 
into the commercial market. 

There were vases, decanters, plates, elec- 
troliers, lamps and candlesticks, conven- 
tional in shape, for it is not an exhibition 
of glass-blowing. But the conventional 
ends with the shape, for the design of the 
engraving, the rock crystal polishing, and, 
finally, the shaded coloring were unique 
and unsurpassable. 

There were pieces in ruby, in deep 
purple, in blue, in amber, in green and in 
all combinations of these colors, and each 
colored piece was plated over white, the 
plating occurring simultaneously with the 
blowing. It is the white background which 
enabled the engravers to bring forth the 
wonderful effects of shading in the designs 
of queer patterns from leaves to dragon 
heads. 

[It was all copper wheel engraving, a 
term which means little unless familiar 
with the glass-engraving art. Perhaps an 
idea of the delicacy and care required in 
the engraving can be derived from the 
knowledge that the copper wheels ranging 
from the shape of a dollar to the size of 
a blunt end of a pencil, revolve on a fixed

Early Rise in Bohemian Glass Prices. 


Wallace J. Young, our consul at Carlsbad, 
Bohemia, recently reported to the Depart- 
ment of Commerce that within the near 
future there will be a general increase in 
the price of Bohemian glass products. This 
increase, it is forecasted, will take effect 
probably this month. In the higher grade 
decorated and engraved goods the increase 
will average 25 per cent. 

This is due to the greatly increased cost 
of the raw materials. It is also expected 
that the price of quartz sand will advance, 
since previously the Bohemian glass manu- 
facturers bought either Austrian or German 
sand and at present there is an embargo

This offer of extended credit means little 
to a store with plenty of cash resources at 
its back. It may mean a good deal to the 
father of a family with many gifts to make 
and only a limited amount of cash in sight 
with which to make them. 


The results are twofold: First, earlier 


shopping is encouraged; second, individual 
sales are apt to be increased. 


Many will 


buy things they would not and could not 
if immediate payment were required. 

Packing holiday gifts in special holiday 
boxes is good merchandising. The boxes 
should be featured in window displays and 
mentioned in newspaper ads. A short line 
to the effect that “We pack gifts in special 
Christmas boxes without extra charge” at 
the bottom of each ad is sufficient. 

The boxes can be obtained of any house 
selling boxes to the trade. Many handsome 
ones are shown. Most of them are covered 
with a holly design paper in green, red and 
gold on white stock. 

Some enterprising manufacturers now 
pack their goods in such boxes without 
charge at this season. They find it encour- 
ages sales of their goods and costs them 
very little more than the ordinary way. 
Hlolly-boxed goods have an attractive, sea- 
sonable look that appeals to gift-seekers 
and means ready sales. 

Customers should be reminded to place 
orders tor individual greeting cards as 
early as possible. 

Some of the metropolitan stores had 
early in November already called attention 
in their newspaper advertisements to this 
important angle of Christmas shopping so 
often, unfortunately, postponed until the 
eleventh hour. 

It is well to run an advertisement on 
greeting cards among the first of the holi- 
day series, provided, of course, that you 
want this business and are in shape to 
handle it. 

Many fastidious customers will want 
something unusual in greeting cards—some- 
thing specially designed according to their 
own ideas or along original lines suggested 
by the jeweler. 

Some of the larger stores emphasize their 
willingness to design greeting cards to 
order. This should prove a profitable line 
if customers are made to understand that 
they must pay for the design as well as for 
the execution of it. 

If special designs were not charged for 
it would be more profitable to sell “stock” 
designs. Some customers may not realize 


that the idea back of the design is valuable 
and should be paid for accordingly. 

An important thought worthy to be fea- 
tured in all holiday advertising is that gifts 
may be selected at any time and, if a small 
deposit is made, will be held until called 
for. 

This assures the early shopper a choice 
from unbroken stocks without the penalty 
of paying cash long before the gift is 
wanted. 

Newspaper advertising at this time is of 
particular importance. All stores are fea- 
turing gift lines now, and the jeweler must 
show that his stocks offer gift attractions 
equal to those of the druggist, dry goods 
man, hardware dealer, bookseller and the 
rest. 

Lists of suitable gifts for each individual 
member of the family should occupy the 
bulk of the space 

Illustrations of some of the articles men- 
tioned are desirable. 

Telling display heads and a short intro- 
ragraph or two should lead the 
reader into the meat of the ad—the items 
and prices. 
some original copy suggestions 
for appropriate holiday ads. The jeweler 
can append his own list of gift suggestions 
and made up from articles in his 
stock.

Getting new customers—always a vital 
consideration—is particularly worthy of at- 
tention at this time when everyone is mak- 
ing purchases and when those purchases 
are apt to be liberal. 

One store has this unique way of using 
old customers to get new ones: 

Customers who are known personally are 
asked to give the names of several of their 
friends who might be glad to have a charge 
account. 

If their credit is found good a letter 1s 
written according the charge account privi- 
lege on request. If any come in and accept 
it a check for $1 1s mailed to the person 
who supplied the name.

The large circular figure is made out of 
wall board or out of rough lumber and cov- 
ered with felt.
